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Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment does not change the scope of the claims and is assumed to 
clarify the current issues. Therefore the amendment will be entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed May 18, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The Applicant asserts that sputtered gold is advantageous and not 
taught by the prior art of record. It is noted that the Applicant admits that gold on micro- 
contacts is a well-known feature. The office action filed November 14, 2005 noted that 
the prior art taught sputtered gold layers applied to micro-contacts. Specifically Becka 
et al. (PN 6,768,412, col 13, 8-12) and Smith et al. (PN 5,944,537, col 8, 27-36). The 
Examiner does not rely on Hill to teach the use of sputtered gold. The Examiner relies 
on the concept that sputtered gold layers are well known in the art. This concept is 
evidenced by the previously cited prior art. The limitation of the "partial release 
operation" is given little patentable weight since there is not a definite and novel 
structural limitation implied by said operation. The "partial release operation" implies 
that the resulting device has separate contacts, but separating the contact portions of 
the relay is a known consideration. Hill is silent on the issue of ensuring the contacts 
are separate, but one of ordinary skill in the art would understand that the relay taught 
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would not function if the contacts could not be made separate. Therefore the rejection 
is proper and maintained.
